In the Kiev direction our troops 
continued their offensive and occu- 
ied more than 8 inhabited 
ocalities, including the town of 
Chernobaisk.

TEMRYUK LOST 


Temryuk, in the Kuban bridge- 
head, was evacuated on Sunday 
parting, said German Overseas 
News Agency last night.’ It said : 
“German military quarters state 
that the evacuation was carried out 
unnoticed by the enemy after the 
town had been deprived of its mili- 
tary value by thorough demolition.” 

A renewal of the Red Army drive 
between the Dnieper town of 
Zaporzhe and the Azov shore, with 
the object of cutting German com- 
munications with the Crimea, was 
reported by Captain Sertorius, the 
German Overseas News Agency com- 
mentator, last night. Discussing the 
possibility of a Soviet design to 
‘bring about a collapse of the 
Dnieper defence by a pincer move- 
ment from the north and south,’’ he 
said that in the latter zone such a 
movement had olready clearly taken 
shape. 

Powerful Soviet tanks and infantry 
forces have clashed against the 
German positions between Zaporzhe 
and the Sea of Azov, he said. 
“The powerful activity of combat 
‘planes and an unusually high 
artillery display prove that the 
Russians intend to carry out the 
main thrust in this area, aimed at 
cutting the communications between 
the Dnieper area and the Crimea b 
a break-through in the Nogais 
steppe. It goes without saying that 
the German High Command is 
focussing its attention on this sector, 
and is meeting the powerful enemy 
thrust not only with increased 
defence, but also with vigorous 


counter-attacks. It is for this reason | 


that the Soviets achieved in this 
area only Jocal breaches during the 
week-end, which could be sealed off.

THE RETREAT 


“Not even the weather can stop

Naval Clash off 
English Coast. 


A BRITISH ADMIRALTY com- 


muniqué states; “Ín the 

early hours of Saturday morn- 
ing several groups of enemy E-boats 
were intercepted off the East Coast 
by patrols consisting of trawlers, 
light coastal forces, corvettes and 
destroyers, 

‘*A number of gun actions were 
fought before the enemy withdrew 
to’ the eastward, Several of the 
enemy craft were severely damaged, 
and one, at least, was sunk. 

“Contact was first made with the 
enemy shortly after midnight by 
H.M. trawlers. During the action 
which ensued H.M. trawler, Franc 
Tireur (Acting Lieut.-Commander 
L. R. Greenwood, R.N.V.R.) was 
torpedoed and sunk. The next-of- 
kin of casualties have been informed. 

‘‘Meanwhile, light coastal forces 
had been ordered to intercept, and 
in conditions of bad visibility two 
motor launches sighted a number of 
E-boats retreating eastward at high 
speed. Fire from both motor 
launches set the second boat in the 
enemy line ablaze. Burning and 
abandoned by her crew the. vessel 
blew up. Survivors were picked up 
and ll prisoner of war. 

“ Another group of E-boats was 
intercepted and engaged at close 
quarters in conditions of bad visi- 
bility by a corvette and destroyer. 
One motor launch sustained some 
damage from the gunfire of the 
enemy, and the bows of the other 
motor launch were damaged in 
ramming. the E-boat, Both these 
craft returned safely to harbour, 
with one officer and one rating 
slightly wounded. 

“Two E-boats were seen to be 
hit, but it was not possible to 
observe the full effect of our gun- 
fire. No datilage or casualties were 
suffered. in this encounter.”’ 

A clash between British M:2.B.s 
and German convoy escort ships 
occurred early yesterday off Fecamp, 
22 miles north-east of Havre, says 
German News Agency, adding: 
“ Reports’ so far are that several 
of :the British M.T.B.s, were heavily 
damaged.” 

Later the German News Agency 
stated that two big British M.T.B.s 
were set on fire and sunk, and that 
three. more .British. vessels had to 
the engagement. One of 
the vessels in the German convoy 
was found. to have several hits by 
small. calibre guns, and there were 
a‘few ‘casualties among the crews.— 
(Reuter.)
